nature's gatb, whilst the females wear only a 
atrip of deerstin.round the loina Of the family 
“the elderbrother,” or the oldest male issue fs 
the supreme head, whose: rule over the rest of 
the household is complete, while the parents 
seem to hold only a secondary place. In 
parts of Northern Formosa the females prac’ 
tise tattooing. Upon.a woman’s entering the 
married state this tattooing enmmences, to dis- 
-Aingulsh her from the unmarried women, whose. 
checks are not lecersted by the pricks of sharp- 

ofnted Instruments or made hideous by colour- 
Ing, The second tattooing takes place upon the 
arrival of the first born, when the mother, to 
give expression to her fntense Joy in the 
possession of a babe, submits herself to 
another operation ofthe instruptents, These 
Jatter marks, made, on the -occaslon of the 
birth of. her first child, are regarded with 
uuntversal admiration, In recent years some Ch{« 
nese have been taking unto themselves’ wives 
from the falr daughter of the island, and many 
happy unions have been the result, . The method 
by which the Chinese are petting their wives fs 
very amusing.and simole, They first ofall ask, 
the “elder brother" cfthe bride elect to a feaat 
whith is allowed to continue untll the al! power:

SHAOHSING. 

» (From OUR CORRESPONDENT.) © 

i Shaohsing, 2and March, .1892. 

The Natives of this clty have not yet quite 
settled down to work. The festivitles of '“ New 
Year” ave scarcely finshed.’ In the first and 
second moons theattlcal prrfermances abound, 
and [t {s unpleasant going about the city as #0 
many idles are lounging and larking with one 
another at every corher of the streets. This 
thing goes on till: the, whole community is 
satiated with festivals and plays and feasting 
both the living and the dead ; for the plays are 
supposed to be as much for the dend as the 
\llving ; indeed the chief spectators are said to 
be the dead, So-a Chinaman is not so selfish 
as Europeans are. in thelr 'feaste and’ plays— 
all ‘are favited freely to “come. ard Seq, the 
performanc 1" “A play was held one day last 
week withia.u’ short distance of our place, to 
which the people flocked In great numbers, 
and boats of all sizes nnd shapes had anchored 
{n the canals which ran by the stage, Amongst 
the spectators or would-be spectators were a 
few military’ students from! the notoriously 
“rowdy " district of Chi-ki, these men, not being 
able 10, find standing room on shore, jumped 
with a rush on to a boat near at hand filled with 
Menand women who were enjoying the spectacle 
with comfort and.securlly, The bont upset and 
most of Its.cccupants were ‘pitched {nto the, 
ditty. canal, The: students, as they’ often do 
ini such circumstances, instead of asking pardon 
for thelr careless conduct, considered themselves 
aggrieved by the boat turning over! swearing 
they had lost twelve or fourteen dollars,, so: 
wanted the boatmen and passengers to make the 
Joss good !:The ‘bystanders quickly saw bow: 
things were, and there belng a good sprinkling 
of the Shaohsing tough tin-foll workers present, 
the students soon found themselves in a sory 
Night, ‘These tin-folt men called together their 
elow- workers, selred two ofthe military students 
and gave them a good beating, pulling and 
dragging them on the ground by thelr queuesin 
the most unmercitul manner; ard they were so 
furlous that they forgot what. men they were 


thus outrageously abusing, and went. so far]: 


as to.drag these two poor. fellows up to a hill, 
not far from the play and strung them up to a 
tree, Hundreds of people ‘ran together to sea
